AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
REPEALING ORDINANCE NO. 82-8, THE "PALM BEACH 
COUNTY ANIMAL STERILIZATION REBATE 
ORDINANCE"; PROVIDING FOR REPEALER; PROVIDING 
FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS; AND 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


_ WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners created the "Palm Beach 

County Animal Sterilization Rebate Ordinance" by the enactment of Ordinance No. 82-8; and 

WHEREAS, since 1982, in excess of 52,000 dogs and cats have been sterilized 
through this program resulting in nearly 1 million dollars in rebates; 

WHEREAS, Ordinance 82-8 achieved the results desired by Palm Beach County, 
since the number of sterilized pet tags issued has increased from 40% in 1982 to 75% in 1994; 

WHEREAS, changing demographics during the past thirteen years has reduced 
the effectiveness of the "Palm Beach County Animal Sterilization Rebate Ordinance"; 

WHEREAS, the cost of implementing the "Palm Beach County Animal 
Sterilization Rebate Ordinance" is exceeding the income it generates; 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners presently desires to pursue a 
mobile spay/neuter program which will target areas where animal sterilization is needed; 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has determined that the "Palm 
Beach County Animal Sterilization Rebate Ordinance" has fulfilled its intended goals; and, 


therefore, wishes to repeal same, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, as follows: 
Section 1. Repealer:
